OK In Winter 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 - You 
can do pretty well by feeding soft 
corn to your livestock this Winter, 
hut tests show that returns from 
feeding soft corn drop when it is 
fed in Spring or Summer. 
Tests at South Dakota state col­ 
lege in recent years compared the 
feeding value of soft corn with that 
o.' the dry type for various classes 
of livestock. 
Researchers fed unsound corn 
with a moisture content 
ranging 
from 25 to 32 percent to yearling 
steers, 
steer 
calves, 
hogs 
and 
lan.bs. 
They found that soft corn could 
bo profitably fed to those classes 
of livestock, although the values 
vary according to typo. 
For example, soft corn provided 
82 percent of hard corn value to 
yearling steers, 78 p e r c e n t to 
lambs and 76 percent to hogs and 
calves. 
However, results were not as sat­ 
isfactory when soft corn was fed 
during the warmer months.

DiSalle Says 
He Not Sure When 
Controls To End 


COLUMBUS, Nov. 26—Price Sta­ 
bilizer Michael V. DiSalle believes 
price controls will be removed, but 
he’s not sure just when. 
The former Toledo mayor was on 
Columbus Town Meeting yesterday 
to debate the question of “are price 
controls controlling?" with Gilbert 
S. Klein, general counsel of the 
Falk Corp. of Milwaukee. 
Both agreed price controls would 
become a thing of the past, but dif­ 
fered on when the transition would 
come about.
